He has 
been in close touch with tramps, in 
casual wards, in common lodging 
housea, and on the road; he bas in 
fact, lived their life, and won their 
confidence. His experience has dix 
proved the theory that it ia the ‘lure 
of the road’ which produces 
vagrancy, It may be pointed 
out hat during the war, when there 
was plenty of work to be had 
the tramp: practically di-appeared, 
and that in the months when agriou!- 
tural work is available there is little 
tramping, It is during winter, especi- 
ally when there is much onemploy 
ment, that the roads are Sircnged A 
walk of twenty miles, or even more, 
has to bo faced in all- weather and 
‘very other. day; since the tramp is 
not allowed to remain more-than two 
consocative nights in the same work- 
hou:e; and this ordeal, continued 
week alter week, gradually ro 
ducea a man to such ‘physical 
weakness that tho mind often 
becomes affected. This proceas, even 
more than the surroundings ‘ot the 
casual ward and the common lodging 
house Jead to “inertia, demoralizaticn, 
and sometimes Ionacy.” Sach is tho 
testimony of those who know; and it 
mast be admitted that the present. 
method of desling -with tramps does 
little to solve_the problems of vag-' 
rancy.  I¢ is true tuat.there are at
